This Week's Readings : 

January 1 - Matthew 1 | genealogy of Jesus the Messiah - note it runs from Abraham 
to David through the Exile to Joseph who was the husband of Mary the mother of Jesus; 
birth of Jesus narrative where Mary is pregnant, Joseph going to divorce her quietly, 
angel shows up in Joseph's dream, he married Mary, no marital relations until after 
Jesus was born; his name is Jesus. 

January 2 - Matthew 2 | Wise men of the east see a star for the new King of Israel; 
Herod the current king panics; The Wise men see the baby Jesus and honor him with 
gifts; God warns them in a dream not to return to Herod; Herod begins genocide of 
babies in Bethlehem; Angel warns Joseph and Joseph goes with family to Egypt; Herod 
dies; the family comes back and settles in Nazareth.
